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Let Us Not Overlook 
The Enemy at Home 


Speaking through his personal newspaper 
the Voelkischer Beobachter, the fascist beast 
Hitler brazenly proclaims his anti-Semitic al- 
lies in America. Then he taunts them for not 
duplicating here the revolting barbarism now 
taking place in Nazi Germany. 

A United Press dispatch the other day 
quoted an editorial from this voice of medi- 
eval savagery which said in part: “Despite 
the great how! which the... press of Amer- 
ica created against anti-Semitism, they are 
not able to prevent that (anti-Semitism—ed.) 
also in“ the United States “where there are 
even more people” spreading anti-Semitism. 

While this is the open call of Hitler to the 
gangs of reaction in America, it also contains 
a stinging barb of truth. 

Hitler’s allies do exist in America and 
they must not be overlooked. They are the 
spy-recruiting Nazi bunds, which ought to be 
dissolved. They are the fascist-minded Wall 
Street gangs which threaten our democratic 
institutions. They are the supporters of the 
traitorous and war-making Munich pact—the 
pact which paved the way for Hitler’s present 
orgy of bestiality. ; 

The very active existence ‘of Hitler's al- 
lies in this country presents the sharpest 
challenge to the American people to root out 
anti-Semitism bag and baggage. It is a poi- 
son which is counter to the democratic and 
constitutional traditions of the country and 
which is provided against by the new con- 
stitution of the state in the following words: 

“.. Ne shall be denied the equal protec- 
tion of the laws .. . or be subjected to any discrimi- 
nation in his civil rights because of race, color, creed 
or religion, by any other firm, corporation, or institu- 
tion or by the State or any agency or subdivision of 
the State.”

This idea to include the Philippine Islands 
in the Asiatic Empire of Japanese fascism 
was yesterday openly advocated by the Cen- 
tral Committee of the so-called Social Mass 
Party of Japan. But it has long been a part 
of the secret military plans of Japanese im- 
perialism. It was sensationally exposed as 
far back as 1928 in the infamous Tanaka 
memorandum. | 

In all its menacing aspects, that plan of 
attack against the United States is now be- 
ing worked out in stages. 

First, conquest of China is envisaged. See- 
ond, Japan talks of grabbing the Philippines. 
Third, Hawaii would be the objective. By 
that time, the Japanese bandits reckon on a 
fascist encirclement of the United States. 
Such a ringing of this country would be at- 
tempted via South America, through Can- 
ada by Chamberlain’s plotting with the fas- 


cist alliance, and by Japan’s Far Eastern 


aggression via the Pacific. 

And in this menacing plan against the 
United States, the Japanese aggressors have 
the treasonable assistance of William Ran- 
dolph Hearst. This paid publicity agent of 
the Munich conspirators in an editorial in 
yesterday’s New York Journal-American 
wrote: 

“He [Secretary of State Hull] should 
not be offensive in his notes to Japan, lest 
he serve England's purpose and not our 
own.” 4 0 

Mr. Hearst’s sinister objective is clear. 
He wants the United States not to say harsh 
things to Japan While the Nipponese war 
machine moves closer and closer.
